Combs remained in contact with tne object for some 10 minutes with th 
object between the lights of Washington, D. C. and his aircraft, He could 
only see en oblong ball with one light and no wings and no exhaust flanes. 
Trying to close in again he remained in sight of it up to 6000 feet, then 
down to 3500 feet to 4000 feet but it always easily evaded him. Then 
object and Gombs ×عتة‎ climbed un to 7500 feet. Combs pulled back up sharply 
and came up underneath the object within 300 to MOO feet. He then turned

It had a dull gray glow and was thought to be smaller 
than the T-6. Pilot made passes and objeot evaded by going above air- 
oraft, 6س؟‎ tried to close in very tight climbing turns, but objsot 
turned inside the &iroraft. Object was lost after ten minutes at 7500 
fost. Its speed seemed to vary between 50 MPH and 60 MPH, 


AMO Opinion: That the objsgt described was a synoptio balloon. 
Dr. ፻፲፻5!8 report shows that it is very difficult for the observer to 
separate target motion and his orf notion even in daylight, and prao- 
tically impossible to do so at night. This fact has boon substantiated 
by the writer, who in controlled experimants attackod ordinary balloons 
with a T-6, In daylight, and with knowledge of what tho objeot was and 
what it did, all the above described manauvers were duplicated in ap- 
pearagce, Š
